From the total number of abstracts drawn 
from the file on a particular topic, selection is made of only those judged to best meet the following criteria: availability of the 
document to the user, currency, information value, author's reputation, and classical content. The number of abstracts selected 
to appear in a bibliography may vary from one to 100, depending on the amount of suitable information available. Updating of 
bibliographies as new material becomes available is accomplished when the volume of new material reaches 25 percent of pres- 
ently available material on a given topic. 

How to Read the Abstract 

Each abstract contains three sections-bibliographic data, descriptors, and a summary of the document. The bibliographic 
section provides the document's identifying number (ED and/or EC), publication date, author, title, source, and availability. 
The descriptors indicate the subjects with which a document deals. The summary provides a comprehensive overview of ti^ 
document's contents and in some cases document availability is announced here.

Some bibliographies in Exceptional Children Bibliography Series contain author and/or subject indexes. In these bibliogra- 
phies, readers seeking work on a specific aspect of the general topic may consult the subject index to be referred to specific ab- 
stract numbers. Abstracts dealing with several topics may be identified by finding the same abstract number under two or more 
subjects m the subject index.

The author first reviews 
behavior therapy and clinical problems, 
and then advocates adoption of a flexible 
and personalistic system of psychothera- 
py due to the varying needs of persons 
seeking psychotherapeutic help. 
Reactions of therapist' and prospective 
client at the initial interview are exam- 
ined. Then verbal assessment procedures 
are shown to include the desert island 
fantasy and the inner circle strategy as 
part of the process of clinical intimacy. 
In his discussion of desensitization and 
habituation methods the author notes the 
importance of the therapist's and client's 
fixed meeting time, meeting place, visit 
frequency, fees, and therapeutic inter- 
view subjects. Acquiring habits of emo- 
tional freedom and development are said 
to be a frequent result of psychotherapy. 
Next, a variety of effective methods to 
overcome sexual inadequacy are devel- 
oped to offer a positive prognosis in 
most cases of frigidity and impotence. It 
is then explained that nearly all therapeu- 
tic methods applied to human beings 
usually result in restructuring of cogni- 
tive processes. Various group therapy 
methods are then noted, followed by dis- 
cussion of learning principles in the ther- 
apeutic treatment of emotionally dis- 
turbed children. Other techniques stated 
to be effective, such as hypnosis, are 
briefly mentioned. (CB)

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in prevention and control of delinquency 
is based on the premise ih^i delinquency 
is a complex phenomenon that is symp- 
tom and signal of something wrong in the 
child's personal and/or social life.

fender as delinquent will serve to rein- 
force that behavior. The school counse- 
lor's role at the primary, secondary, and 
tertiary levels of prevention are then an- 
alyzed in some depth. The analysis cons- 
ists of means by which guidance person- 
nel can assist school curriculum improve- 
ment, can reduce school hazards, and 
can help youngsters who are susceptible 
to delinquent behavior or who have al- 
ready been labelled delinquent. Short 
mention is also made of parent counsel- 
ing and related means of parent involve- 
ment.

Three broad models of counseling are 
tk^n explained to be neurologic-matura- 
tiosnal, psychogenic, and neuropsycho- 
genic. A summary of effective remedial 
instruction provides background for con- 
sideration of state programing, public 

schools, private residential schools, pri- 
vate day schools, and summer camp pro- 
grams. The final discussion on vocational 
planning covers adult adaptations, adult 
level remediation, and vocational and 
academic counselino.

The effective program for the 
gifted is then shown to be dependent on 
administrative policy such as, administra- 
tive structure, choice of educational pro- 
gram, consultation, and personnel quali- 
ficat'ons for those working with the gift- 
ed. Examination of general counseling 
for the gifted emphasizes special educa- • 
tional needs that gifted children frequent- 
ly have. Analysis of guidance problems 
and counseling effectiveness focuses 
mainly on underachievement as it affects 
the gifted child. Brief mention is then 
made of educational and vocational guid- 
ance. Next, creativity is said to require a 
high degree of mental health. Discussed 
last is the disadvantaged gifted child, 
who has the capability for exceptional 
achievement but has lacked the oppor- 
tunities to develop the capability.
